To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Public  Health  Committee. 

1 beg  to  submit  tlie  Annual  Report  upon  the  Health  of  the  District  during 
the  year  1937. 

The  District  lies  upon  (lie  (’oal  Measures,  with  a subsoil  of  clay.  The  elevation 
above  sea  level  is  from  102  to  23 1 feet. 

The  Area  comprises  2.2G5  acres. 

The  following  is  a summary  of  important  particulars:  — 

The  Population  at  (Vnsus  of  1931  was  19,989.  The  estimated  population  in 
the  middle  of  1937  is  given  by  the  Registrar  General  as  20, (>20 

The  Number  of  Inhabited  Houses  in  1921  was  4,141.  The  1931  Census 
figure  is  4,701.  The  Rale  Rook  shews  that  at  the  of  1937,  5,750  houses  were  in 
occupation,  giving  a ratio  of  3 58  persons  per  house  compaied  with  ^79  in  1921. 

The  Deaths  from  all  Causes  totalled  233  of  which  116  were  males  and 
117  females.  This  gives  an  actual  death-rate  for  the  District  of  1T2  as  against 
11'6  last  year. 

Under  the  scheme  of  correction  by  the  Registrar  General  which  aims  at  an 
equitable  distribution  for  the  country  as  a whole,  the  rate  now  styled  “Corrected 
Death-Rate  ” is  given  as  12  7. 

The  causes  of  Deaths  are  detailed  in  Table  I ; comparisons  with  other  years 
in  Table  II.,  and  with  England  and  Wales,  &c , Table  III. 
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The  Births  notified  numbered  290,  150  males  and  140  females ; giving  a rate 
of  140  per  1,000  inhabitants. 

The  Deaths  of  Infants  under  One  Year  of  Age  totalled  15,  giving 
a rate  of  51  as  compared  with  a five  years’  average  of  75  per  1,000  babies  born. 
Comparisons  with  other  years  are  given  in  Tables  II.  and  III 

The  Deaths  from  Tuberculosis  numbered  10;  Respiratory  System,  (5; 
other  Tuberculous  Disease,  4.  This  gives  a rate  of  0'29  per  1,000  inhabitants. 

The  Infectious  Diseases  notified  totalled  251.  These  are  detailed  in 
Tables  IV.  and  VII. 

The  School  Clinic  and  Child  Welfare  Centre  are  conducted  at  Alder 
House.  Provision  is  made  for  routine  examinations,  dental  and  ultra-violet  treatment. 
Special  eye  and  orthopaedic  examinations  are  held  at  the  Tyldesley  Clinic.  The 
work  in  connection  with  the  latter  cases  is  carried  out  in  conjunction  with  the  staff 
of  Biddulph  Hospital  which  is  available  for  suitable  cases. 

The  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Scheme  in  addition  to  the  above  services, 
provides  for  assistance  in  the  form  of  milk  for  babies,  expectant  anti  nursing  mothers. 

Where  home  or  financial  difficulties  are  anticipated,  patients  are  assisted  to 
obtain  entry  to  the  Leigh  or  other  Maternity  Homes. 

I desire  to  express  thanks  to  the  Voluntary  Lady  Helpers  at  the  Child  Welfare. 
Mrs.  Wardley,  the  Hon.  Secretary,  has  kindly  furnished  me  with  the  following  details 
of  attendances  : — 

During  the  year  1937,  50  meetings  were  held.  439  babies  attended  the  Centre. 

The  attendances  of  children  under  one  year  numbered  2,602,  giving  an  attendance 
of  5204  per  meeting. 

The  attendances  of  children  over  one  and  under  two  years  numbered  774,  giving 
an  attendance  of  15'48  per  meeting. 

The  attendances  of  children  over  two  years  numbered  105,  giving  an  attendance 
of  2T0  per  .meeting. 

Attendances  totalled  3,481  = 69  62  per  meeting.

The  social  conditions  of  the  inhabitants  are  mainly  industrial,  and  the  chief 
occupations  are  Coal  Mining,  Cotton  Spinning,  Nut  and  Bolt  Manufacturing  and 
the  Lancashire  United  Transport  and  Power  Company. 

There,  is  no  evidence  of  the  influence  of  any  particular  occupations  on  public 
health,  nor  has  there  been  any  unusual  or  excessive  mortality  during  the  year. 


2. — GENERAL  PROVISIONS  OK  HEALTH  SERVICES  KOR  THE  AREA. 


Hospitals  Available. 

(a)  Infectious  Diseases. 

The  Isolation  Hospital  at  Aslley  is  available  for  the  treatment  of  Infectious 
Diseases,  including  Small-pox.  This  hospital  serves  for  eight  constituent  authorities 
and  the  governing  body  is  the  Leigh  Joint  Hospital  Board. 

<b)  General  Medical  and  Surgical. 

The  Hospitals  in  Manchester,  Salford,  Bolton  and  Leigh  are  available  for 
cases  from  this  area. 
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(c)  Maternity  Cases. 


These  cases  are  admitted  to  Hospitals  and  Maternity  Homes  situated  in 
Leigh,  Bolton  and  Manchester. 


0 d ) Tuberculosis. 

Tuberculosis  patients  are  admitted  to  the  Sanatoria  of  the  Lancashire  County 

Council. 


(e)  Puerperal  Fever  and  Pyrexia. 

Cases  of  this  type  are  admitted  to  the  Astley  Sanatorium  or  the  hospitals 
of  the  Lancashire  County  Council. 

(/)  Chronic  Sick,  Mental  and  Orthopaedic. 

The  various  hospitals  of  the  Lancashire  County  Council  are  available  for 
the  treatment  of  these  cases. 


(g)  Venereal  Diseases. 

Bolton,  Wigan  and  Manchester  hospitals  are  available  for  this  area. 
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(. h ) Other  Hospitals. 

The  Manchester,  Salford,  Bolton  and  Leigh  Hospitals  are  available  for 
children,  also  for  eye,  ear,  nose  and  throat  cases. 

There  is  also  the  Public  Assistance  Institution  with  a separate  Infirmary 
within  the  District. 

Average  use  has  been  made  of  the  various  hospitals,  and  there  is  no 
evidence  of  inadequacy. 
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Ambulance  Facilities.

Clinics. 

The  Clinic  at  Alder  House  is  open  each  Wednesday  and  Thursday  from  2 
to  1 p.tn.  for  consultation  and  treatment  in  connection  with  Maternity  and  Child 
Welfare.  The  Lancashire  County  Council  is  the  governing  body. 

At  the  same  address,  the  Lancashire  County  Council  have  provided  a School 
Clinic,  with  which  are  associated  Orthoptvdio,  Dental  and  Artificial  Light  Clinics. 


Professional  Nursing  in  the  Home. 

This  work  is  done  by  an  arrangement  with  the  District  Nursing  Association. 
The  duties  are  confined  to  non  infectious  diseases.  Midwifery  is  not  undertaken. 
The  Council  contribute  a sum  of  i!50  per  annum  to  the  Association. 

There  are  eight  midwives  practising  in  the  area.  Under  the  Midwives  Act, 
three  of  these  are  appointed  by  the  County  Council  as  whole-time  salaried  midwives. 

The  Health  Committee  have  authorised  the  provision  of  a Nurse,  when 
necessary  for  the  treatment  of  Measles. 
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3.— SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 


Water  Supply. 

The  water  of  the  district  is  derived  from  the  Manchester  and  Bolton  supplies 
and  is  of  good  quality.  The  supply  is  constant  and  each  house  is  supplied  separately. 

The  water  is  analysed  regularly  at  Manchester  and  Bolton,  and  has  only 
a very  slight  liability  to  plumbo-solvent  action.  'Three  samples  were  taken  in 
Atherton  in  addition  to  the  above,  and  these  were  found  on  examination  to  be 
satisfactory. 

Streams. 

Streams  within  the  District  are  examined  periodically  to  prevent  pollution. 
There  are  no  dye,  nor  artificial  silk  works  in  Atherton. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

'The  drainage  and  sewerage  system  of  the  area  is  of  the  type  known  as 
the  Combined  System.  The  sewage  is  dealt  with  by  the  Leigh  Sewerage  Board 
by  means  of  contact  beds,  Ac. 

Closet  Accommodation.

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The  existing  privies  are  situated  in  the  out-districts,  at  farms,  etc.,  where 
no  sewer  is  available.  The  conversion  of  these  is  necessarily  difficult  and  some 
considerable  time  must  elapse  before  they  can  be  totally  abolished. 

Where  conversions  are  carried  out,  the  Council  pay  half-cost,  with  a 
maximum  of  £4  Os.  Od.  per  closet. 

Scavenging. 

Scavenging  and  removal  of  house  refuse  is  carried  out  in  a satisfactory 
manner  by  the  Council.  All  premises  are  visited  weekly  for  removal  of  house 

refuse,  with  the  exception  of  the  farms,  where  privies  are  emptied  monthly. 

Street  sweeping  is  done  by  means  of  manual  labour,  whilst  the  house  refuse 
is  removed  by  a motor  wagon  and  two  motor  freighters. 

The  refuse  is  disposed  of  at  Millers  Lane  I'ip,  and  the  Ministry  of  Health’s 
regulations  are  carried  out  with  respect  to  covering  with  soil,  etc. 

Sanitary  Inspections. 

Particulars  of  these  inspections  are  given  in  the  Sanitary  Inspector’s  Report. 


Workshops  and  Workplaces. 

These  premises  are  inspected  periodically,  and  the  general  condition  is 
fairly  satisfactory. 

Swimming  Pools  and  Baths. 

There  is  a public  swimming  bath  owned  by  the  Council  in  the  district. 
The  water  is  subject  to  continuous  filtration  and  chlorination. 

Three  samples  were  submitted  for  analysis  during  the  year  and  on  each 
occasion  were  found  to  be  satisfactory. 

In  addition  to  the  above,  pit  head  baths  installed  at  each  of  the  three 
collieries  are  appreciated  by  the  coal  miners. 

All  the  water  used  for  bathing  purposes  is  drawn  from  the  town’s  supply. 
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Schools. 


The  sanitary  condition  of  the  schools  has  been  fairly  good. 

The  state  of  the  playgrounds  may  now  be  regarded  as  satisfactory,  with 
the  exception  of  Chowbent  and  Lee  Street  Schools. 

In  these  cases,  the  attention  of  the  managers  has  been  drawn  to  their 
condition.  Regarding  the  former,  information  has  been  received  that  it  is  the 

intention  to  proceed  with  improvements  in  the  near  future.  As  regards  Lee  Street 
School  no  reply  has  been  received. 

All  the  schools  are  connected  to  the  town’s  water  supply. 

Scholars  suffering  from  Infectious  Disease  and  “Contacts”  are  excluded  from 
the  schools  in  accordance  with  the  Memorandum  of  the  Ministry  of  Health  relating 
to  the  subject.  Notices  of  exclusion  are  sent  to  the  Head  Teachers. 

It  was  necessary  to  resort  to  school  closure  five  times  during  the  year  for 
the  prevention  of  Diphtheria.

4.  (b).— HOUSING  CONDITIONS. 


(1).  General  Conditions. 

As  is  usual  with  industrial  towns,  there  is  in  this  District  a large  proportion 
of  cottage  property,  with  an  average  age  of  60/70  years.  These  cottages  are  built 
in  rows,  and  are  generally  in  a fair  state  of  repair. 

Other  houses  are  about  40/50  years  old,  which  are  also  built  in  rows  These 
are  in  a fairly  good  condition. 

Practically  all  post  war  houses  are  of  the  semi-detached  type 


(2).  Sufficiency  of  Houses. 

There  arc  approximately  55  applications  f >r  Council  houses  from  residents  in 
the  District  who  arc  in  lodgings.  in  additi  n there  are  142  applicants  who  are 

householders  in  the  District,  and  16  who  are  in  lodgings  outside  the  town. 


(3) .  Overcrowding. 

The  survey  carried  out  in  1935  revealed  that  234  (4  37'/o)  of  the  houses  were 
overcrowded 

86  houses  of  varying  sizes  were  erected  by  the  Council  to  provide  accommoda- 
tion for  the  overcrowded  families,  and  during  the  year,  178  families,  totalling  1,175 
persons  were,  able  to  obtain  houses  sufficiently  large  for  their  requirements. 

The  reduction  in  the  amount  of  overcrowding  will  undoubtedly  prove  beneficial. 

(4) .  Fitness  of  Houses 

No  serious  difficulties  were  encountered  in  the  administration  of  the  Housing 

Acts. 

There  appears  to  be  a general  tendency  on  the  part  of  owners  to  improve 
their  property  and  carry  out  repairs  without  undue  pressure  from  this  department, 
although  the  Council  were  compelled  to  enter  and  carry  out  certain  repairs  in  the 
case  of  one  owner.  the  expenses  so  incurred  are  being  recovered  by  means  of 

quarterly  instalments  spread  over  a period  of  five  years. 
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(5).  General  Observations. 


Housing  conditions  have  improved  generally.  Every  endeavour  should  be 

made  to  maintain  a higher  standard  of  housing  for  the  working  classes.  Further 
proposals  are  to  be  considered  concerning  a number  of  houses  regarded  as  unsatis- 
factory. 

There  appears  to  be  some  reluctance  to  move  to  the  llag  Fold  Estate,  this 
being  chiefly  due  to  the  lack  of  travelling  facilities. 

As  there  is  a population  of  approximately  6,000  persons  on  the  Estate,  a bus 
service  would  be  appreciated. 

In  accordance  with  the  request  of  the  Minister  of  Health  that  the  Local 
Authorities  should  expedite  the  abolition  of  unfit  houses,  211  houses  have  been 
demolished  and  the  closure  of  9 houses  has  been  secured.  3 houses  are  pending 
demolition. 

Since  the  war  the  total  number  of  new  houses  erected  in  Atherton  is  approx- 
imately 1,729,  of  which  1,038  have  been  erected  by  the  Council. 


5.— INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD.' 

(а) .  Milk  Supply. 

All  farms  and  dairies  within  the  District  are  inspected  periodically,  and  the 
cattle  examined  twice  yearly  by  the  Veterinary  Inspector,  Mr.  James  Holt,  M.R.C.V.S. 
'The  farm  buildings  were  found  to  be  fairly  satisfactory  and  the  cattle  were  in  a 
healthy  condition. 

There  are  19  farms  in  the  area  with  an  approximate  total  of  260  cows. 
One  cowkeeper  has  been  removed  from  the  Register  upon  his  ceasing  to  carry  out 
the  trade  of  dairyman.  There  are  also  56  milk-shops,  of  which  41  are  registered 
for  the  sale  of  bottled  milk  only.  One  retail  distributor  was  licensed  for  the  sale 
of  “ Pasteurised  ” milk,  and  9 distributors  licensed  for  the  sale  of  “Accredited  ” milk. 

(б) .  Bakehouses. 

29  Bakehouses  are  registered  in  the  District,  and  are  in  a fairly  satisfactory 
condition. 
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(c).  Food  Adulteration. 

The  Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Acts  are  administered  by  the  County  Police,  and 
details  of  samples  taken  will  be  found  in  the  Sanitary  Inspector’s  Report. 


6. — CON'L’ROL  AND  PREVALENCE  OF  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

Cases  are  admitted  to  the  Isolation  Hospital  in  the  event  of  insufficient 
accommodation  being  available  at  the  patient's  home,  or  where  it  is  advisable  that, 
for  some  other  reason,  he  should  be  removed. 

192  houses  were  disinfected  after  cases  of  Infectious  Disease,  formalin  being 
utilised  for  the  purpose. 

It  was  unnecessary  to  issue  any  report  during  193(5  under  Section  14  (5)  of 
the  Sanitary  Officers’  Order,  192(5. 

Diphtheria. 

During  last  year  there  were  notified  108  cases  of  Diphtheria  compared  with  a 
five  years'  average  of  30.  9(5  cases  were  removed  to  hospital. 

Diphtheria  of  a fairly  severe  type  was  consistently  prevalent  without  assuming 
epidemic  proportions  In  a number  of  cases  the  spread  of  infection  could  be 
traced  to  contact,  but  in  the  majority,  attempts  to  trace  the  source  of  infection 
were  unsuccessful. 

Once  more  I acknowledge  the  co-operation  of  medical  practitioners  in  our 
scheme  consisting  of  the  provision  of  outfits  for  the  collection  and  examination  of 
specimens  and  a supply  of  serum  for  treatment  This  latter  is  supplied  free  of 

charge  and  is  available  at  all  times. 

The  specimens  are  examined  at  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  of  the  Manchester 
University. 

The  number  sent  for  examination  was  233,  of  which  49  gave  a positive  result. 
The  positive  cases  were  removed  to  the  Isolation  Hospital  as  also  were  32  cases 
which  shewed  definite  clinical  signs.  In  addition  15  suspicious  cases  were  admitted, 
but  were  discharged  after  a few  days  treatment.

There  were  seven  deaths  from  this  Disease  dming  the  year. 

A scheme  for  artificial  immunisation  against  Diphtheria  of  children  of  school 
age  and  under  was  put  into  operation  in  December.  The  scheme  provides  for  the 
free  treatment  of  children.  In  my  next  report,  I hope  to  deal  at  length  with  this 
scheme.  Meantime,  it  is  hoped  the  result  will  be  a reduction  in  the  number  of 

cases  of  this  serious  disease  which  has  for  so  long  been  prevalent  in  the  district. 

Scarlet  Fever. 

A mild  type  of  this  disease  was  in  evidence  throughout  almost  the  whole  year. 
The  disease  was  scattered  about  the  higher  parts  of  the  town  and  was  probably 
spread  by  “missed"  cases,  occasioned  by  the  extreme  mildness  of  the  illness. 

51  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  were  notified,  as  against  a live  years’  average  of  72. 
42  cases  were  removed  to  hospital. 

There  were  no  deaths  from  this  disease  during  the  year.

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In  my  opinion  the  notification  of  tuberculosis  is  efficient. 


The  ratio  of  non-notified  tuberculosis  deaths  to  tuberculosis  deaths  is  13'3%. 

The  provisions  of  the  Public  Health  (Prevention  of  Tuberculosis)  Regulations 
1925,  and  of  Section  62  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1925,  were  not  employed  during 
the  year,  as  it  was  unnecessary  to  exercise  those  powers. 


Prevention  of  Blindness. 

No  action  was  necessary  under  Section  06  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1925, 
relating  to  the  prevention  of  blindness. 

Two  cases  of  Ophthalmia  Neonatorum  were  notified  during  the  year,  and 
after  treatment,  vision  was  unimpaired  in  each  instance. 


Summary  of  Sanitary  Improvements. 

The  improvements  carried  out  during  1937  were  (a)  The  demolition  of  insani- 
tary houses;  (b)  The  re  housing  of  the  occupants  of  these  houses  and  (c)  Erection 
of  102  houses  by  the  Council. 

The  paving  of  back  streets,  passages  and  yards  still  requires  attention.

The  number  of  houses  inspected  and  recorded  under  the  Housing  Regulations 
totalled  72,  whilst,  the  Imus-s  inspected  under  the  Public  Health  and  Housing  Acts 
totalled  1,127  of  which  12  were  found  to  be  in  such  a state  as  to  be  so  dangerous 
or  injurious  to  health  as  to  he  unfit  for  human  habitation.  627  were  found  not 
to  be  in  all  respects  reasonably  fit  for  human  habitation. 

Of  the  12  houses  found  to  he  unfit,  7 were  demolished  ns  individual  unfit 
houses,  remaining  a being  closed  on  undo  takings  being  given  that  the  houses  would 
not  he  used  for  human  habitation 

In  addition  there  were  7 houses  demolished  in  which  the  Orders  were  made 
at  the  end  of  1936.

Observations  amounting  to  a total  of  21  were  taken  of  chimneys  within  the 
district  at  fairly  regular  periods  The  time  allowed  by  the  Council  is  a maximum 
of  2£  minutes  per  half  hour.

Where  a chimney  is  emitting  smoke  bordering  on  the  24  minutes  in  every 
half  hour,  the  usual  procedure  in  Atherton  is  to  interview  the  works  manager,  'i'll is 
method  has  the  advantage  of  securing  mutual  co-operation  of  the  Council  and  the 
works  concerned,  with  satisfaction  to  each.  That  this  course  of  action  is  appreciated 
is  shown  by  the  low  number  of  notices  served  having  regard  to  the  43  chimneys  in 
the  district.

FOOD  INSPECTION. 

Animals  intended  for  human  food  are  examined  at  the  time  of  slaughter  when 
practicable,  and  shops,  stalls,  vans  and  other  premises  are  inspected  frequently. 

There  are  nine  licenced  and  one  registered  slaughter-houses  in  the  District, 

In  connection  with  meat  inspection  proceedings  were  instituted  against  a 
butcher  and  his  assistants  for  non-compliance  with  the  Meat  Regulations,  and  exposing 
diseased  meat  for  sale,  with  the  result  that  fines  amounting  to  £200  were  imposed.

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MILK  SUPPLY. 

'I'li©  routine  inspection  of  Farms,  Dairies  and  Milkshops  has  been  carried  out 
during  1937,  ami  all  the  dairy  cattle  have  been  examined  by  Mr.  J.  Holt,  M li.C.V  S. 

The  whole  of  the  cattle  were  found  to  be  in  a satisfactory  condition. 

'I'he  farms  are  kept  in  a fairly  satisfactory  condition,  and  the  animals  are 
generally  well  groomed  and  clean. 

Three  farmers  in  Atherton  hold  licences  for  the  production  and  distribution 
of  “Accredited  ’’  milk. 

A few  of  the  older  farms  still  require  improvements  as  regards  window  space, 
floors,  etc.,  and  iL  is  hoped  that  these  conditions  will  be  remedied  in  the  near  future. 

All  the  farms  are  connected  to  the  town’s  water  supply. 

21  samples  of  milk  were  submitted  for  bacteriological  examination  for  the 
presence  of  tubercle  bacilli  ; of  which  two  were  found  to  be  positive.  The 

animals  concerned  were  traced  and  subsequently  destroyed  under  the  provisions  of 
the  Tuberculosis  Orders.

REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL. 

The  amount  of  house  refuse  collected  during  the  year  was  approximately  7,000 
tons,  and  this  was  disposed  of  by  means  of  controlled  tipping  at  Millers  Lane  Tip. 
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Some  further  advancement  lias  been  effected  in  the  reduction  of  the  amount 
of  waste  paper  and  other  combustible  material  removed  to  the  tip,  but  there  is  yet 
room  for  further  improvement,  and  it  is  my  intention  to  keep  a check  on  this 
particular  form  of  refuse. 


Ashbins  should  not  be  used  for  the  burning  of  waste  paper,  etc.  A number 
of  ashbins  have  become  damaged  by  firing  to  such  an  extent  that  it  may  become 
necessary  to  charge  the  occupier  of  the  premises  with  the  cost  of  renewal.

VERMINOUS  HOUSES. 

In  common  with  the  experience  of  other  industrial  towns,  a number  of  verminous 
houses  have  been  discovered  in  this  district  The  causes  are  well  known  and  whilst 
every  assistance  is  given  to  occupiers  and  others  to  rid  premises  of  the  bed-bug, 
supervision  is  constantly  required  in  cases  of  dirty  and  careless  tenants.  It  is 

useless  for  any  authority  or  private  owner  to  attempt  to  disinfest  property  unless 
the  housewife  will  carry  out  her  part  of  the  work. 

There  is  little  excuse  for  lack  of  cleanliness.  Poverty  apparently  plays  a 

very  small  part  in  the  work  of  vermin  extermination.  Soap  and  water  (plus  elbow 

grease)  are  cheap  enough,  and  it  is  incomprehensible  that  some  people  will  be  content 
with  verminous  conditions,  when  in  most  cases,  the  remedy  is  comparatively  simple. 

It  is  the  practice  that  furniture  and  belongings  of  prospective  tenants  of 
Council  property  are  inspected  before  removal.  Should  vermin  be  found, 

suitable  precautions  and  disinfestation  are  adopted. 

The  number  of  houses  disinfested  during  the  year  totalled  40,  of  which  1(5 
were  Council  property.  Sulphur  was  used  in  the  majority  of  cases  although  in 

some  instances  it  was  found  necessary  to  resort  to  Hydrogen  Cyanide,  the  work 
being  done  by  a Contractor.  The  latter  process  necessitates  the  vacation  of  the 
house  affected  and  also  the  adjoining  houses  The  difficulty  of  finding  temporary 
alternative  accommodation,  in  conjunction  with  the  relatively  high  cost  of  the 
process,  compels  the  trial  of  less  drastic  measures. 
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I would  mention  in  passing  that  Sulphur  Dioxide  and  Liquid  Insecticides 
freely  used  have  given  some  quite  satisfactory  results,  but  it  should  be  realised  that, 
as  stated  previously,  the  housewife  must  play  her  part  in  assisting  if  the  house  is 
to  be  freed  from  vermin. 

This  Department  will  always  give  advice  and  assistance  where  it  is  required 
in  connection  with  pestology. 

RATS  AND  MICE  (DESTRUCTION)  ACT. 

In  connection  with  the  above  act,  the  Council’s  rat-catcher  informs  me  that  he 
destroyed  322  rats  within  the  district  during  the  year.  Other  rats,  numbers  not 
known,  have  been  destroyed  by  unofficial  rat-catchers.  The  methods  employed  for 
destruction  of  rodents  include  the  use  of  dogs,  ferrets,  poison  and  poison  gas.  The 
figures  quoted  only  refer  to  rats  actually  counted,  and  are  probably  higher  due  to 
the  use  of  the  poison  baits  and  the  gassing  machine.  The  baits  are  made  to  the 
formulae  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  and  contain  either  Red  Squill  or  Barium 
Carbonate. 

There  was  no  Rat  Week  held  during  1937,  as  continuous  action  is  maintained 
throughout  the  year. 

The  onus  of  rat  destruction  lies  upon  the  occupier  of  the  premises  or  land 
infested,  and  whilst  this  Department  will  give  assistance  and  advice  on  the  matter, 
we  cannot  relieve  any  persons  of  their  responsibilities  and  obligations  imposed  by 
the  Act. 

In  concluding  my  report,  I desire  to  thank  Members  of  the  Staff  who  have 
given  me  assistance  in  its  compilation.
